lic Library of Sedalia, M o, : 


L a d i e s 
a n d 
G e n t l e m e n :— I 
desir e to lay befor e the boar d the 
matter involved in the submission 
of my name and the name of the 
R ev. J. B. Toom ay to the city 
council at the meeting of May 7th. 
A t that meeting my name was 
submitted to the city council by 
the mayor , and on the question of 
appr oval four member s voted for 
appr oval and thr ee against, ther e 
being one member of the council 
absent. 
Under the impr ession and with 
the under standing, 
whether cor ­ 
r ect or incor r ect, r emains to be as­ 
cer tained, that I was not legally 
confir med, another name, that of 
R ev. J. B. Toomay, was subse­ 
quently submitted and met with 
the appr oval of all the member s 
pr esent. 
T he mayor announced that I had 
been legally confir med, but yielded 
to the judgment of the council and 
made a second appointment. 
If I was legally confir med, it fol­ 
lows, of cour se, that Mr . T oom ay’s 
appointment and subsequent con­ 
fir mation is void and a nullity. 
Per sonally, I have no desir e to 
pr esent any claims for the p lace; 
but my appointment was solicited 
by a number of pr oper ty owner s, 
who, at my r equest, joined in a 
contr ibution of $2,500 to help pay 
for the libr ar y site of the pr oposed 
Car negie libr ar y buiiding. 
These citizens and other s have 
ur ged me that it was due to them 
that if I was legally entiled to a 
seat on the boar d, I should claim 
that r ight and dischar ge the duties 
of the position. A t the same time, 
if I am not entitled to a seat on the 
boar d, I have no desir e or wish to 
lay claim to it, either now or in the 
futur e. 
I assume 
that the R ev. 
Toom ay feels 
about 
the 
matter 
somewhat as I do, 
I would suggest that 
the best 
method of disposing of the matter 
is to submit the same to the boar d, 
and that you 
deter mine who 
is 
legally entitled to the seat. 
I 
will 
cheer fully 
and 
r eadily 
abide by the r esult and take no fur ­ 
ther steps in the matter should the 
boar d r ule that the R ev. Toom ay 
was the legal m em ber ; but if you 
should decide that I was the legal 
member , I would desir e to enter 
into the duties of the position. 
I most r espectfully submit to the 


boar d this solution of the matter 
and solicit its consider ation by you.

The vacancy caused by the r esig­ 
nation of Dr . J. B. Fuller , pr esi­ 
dent, has not been filed, and 
in 
the event the libr ar y boar d decides 
that R ev. Toomay is entitled to 
the office instead of Mr . Messer ly 
it may be that the latter will be 
named as Dr . Fuller ’s successor .

CONVENTION TALK. 


How the Kansas City Gather ing 
Will Be ‘‘Cover ed,” 


AN ARMY OF OPERATORS, 


What It Will Cost the Metr opolitan 
Newspaper s to Eepor t the 
Pr oceedings. 


f t 


Ther e ar e ninety-seven wir es 
leading fr om the Kansas City con­ 
vention hall and r adiating via St. 
Louis, Chicago and Omaha over 
the whole of the United States, 
One of the chief consider ations 
with a national committee in se­ 
lecting a convention city is to fix 
on a place with ample telegr aph 
facilities. 
Ther e 
ar e scar cely a 
dozen cities which have facilities 
equal to the r equir ements of the 
newspaper s along this line, says 
the Kansas City Jour nal. 
Kansas City is fifth in the list of 
cities, fr om a telegr aphic point. 
N ew Yor k, Chicago, Boston and 
St. Louis r ank ahead of Kansas 
City, but St. Louis is ahead by but 
a small mar gin. 
In Minneapolis 
and other wester n cities wher e con­ 
ventions have been held, inade­ 
quate telegr aph facilities have been 
the chief dr awback. 
But no one 
enter tains a doubt that 
Kansas 
City, with its capacity of 2,000,- 
000 wor ds a day, will be equal to 
the occasion. 
Each of the two lar ge telegr aph 
companies will have fifty oper ator s 
at the convention hall. 
They will 
connect with the thir ty wir es to 
St. Louis and the twenty wir es to 
Chicago, which will supply the 
east with r epor ts, and the twenty 
wir es to Omaha, which will affor d 
ser vice to the Pacific coast and the 
west. 
These 
100 wir es connect 
dir ectly without r elay, so that as 
the spectator stands beneath the 
east ar ena balcony of the big hall 
and listens to the continual click 
of 100 instr uments, he may know 
that the wor ds of the speaker s and 
the r ecor d of the pr oceedings ar e 
being r eceived in a thousand news­ 
paper offices in the United States, 
many of them thousands of miles 
away] 
The 100 telegr aph oper ator s who 
will send the convention matter 
will be selected fr om the star men 
of the pr ofession, most of them 
Qoming fr om Chicago, New Yor k 
and St. Louis. 
Each oper ator is 
capable of sending fr om 1,000 to 
2.000 wor ds an hour , and the num­ 
ber of wor ds sent out dur ing a con­ 
vention sitting will r ange all the 
way fr om i o o , ocxd to 300,000. 
A t night some of the oper ator s 
ar e tr ansfer r ed to the centr al office 
in the city, so that the wir es ar e 
kept cr owded to their full capacity 
almost for the entir e twenty-four 
hour s. Each of the companies will 
pr obably aver age fr om 400,000 to 
500.000 a day. 
Seventy-five mes­ 
senger boys will be kept busy 
thr oughout the convention. 
Outsider s, as a r ule, have little 
conception of what it costs the 
newspaper s to cover a national 
convention. 
The lar gest paper s 
will pr obably expend $1,000 a day 
each for the entir e week of the 
convention, and the combined ex­ 
pense account of the leading paper s 
of the countr y, for the week, will 
be in the neighbor hood of $200,000. 
In the fir st place, a newspaper ’s 
telegr aph tolls amount to ^ cent a 
wor d. 
The aver age paper sends 
fr om 30,000 to 40,000 wor ds a day, 
making a telegr aph bill of $200 a 


few of the lar gest N ew Yor k 
and 
Chicago 
paper s will har e 
twenty men each in Kansas City. 
Their living expenses will aver age 
$y a day each, or $140, 
These 
paper s will r ent stor e r ooms anc

Sentenced to ten year s of his 
young life in penal ser vitude, Geo. 
Tubb, the 14-year -old slayer of his 
father , Rober t Tubb, was taken to 
Jeffer son 
City 
penitentiar y by 
Sher iff Tur ner , says a dispatch 
fr om Poplar Bluff. 
He will not 
r emain long behind 
the 
pr ison 
walls if the influence of the fr iends 
who have alr eady become inter est­ 
ed in his behalf has any weight 
with the gover nor of Missour i. 
Har dly had he boar ded the tr ain 
which conveyed him to the pr ison 
when steps wer e taken to pr ocur e a 
par don for him, for nine out of 
ever y ten citizens of Butler county 
believe ther e ar e str ong palliating 
cir cumstances to mitigate the cr ime 
which the boy committed. 
The cr ime for which young Tubb 
was convicted occur r ed on June i. 
The victim, Rober t Tubb, aged 45 
year s, lived, with his wife, daugh­ 
ter and son, Geor ge, at Ten Mile. 
He was a man of ungover nable 
temper and fr equently vented his 
anger on his family, the wife often 
being sor ely abused. 
Young Tubb had silently wit­ 
nessed these outbr eaks, and day by 
day his hatr ed gr ew mor e intense 
or his father . 
He, too, was; not 
spar ed when his par ent was seized 
with violent passion, and often his 
young body bor e mar ks, evidence 
of the father ’s br utality. 
The boy nur sed his r esentment 
in silence. 
Thoughts of r unning 
away fr om home enter ed his mind, 
3Ut he would not deser t his moth­ 
er . 
To leave her behind would 
only r esult in her suffer ing fur ther 
abuse. 
Geor ge Tubb br ooded over his 
har d fate, and a mor oseness seized 
him which he could not shake off. 
One day the father had an exceed­ 
ingly violent spell, and for a tr i­ 
fling cause seized the boy and br u­ 
tally beat him with a log chain. 
The boy bor e his punishment with­ 
out a mur mur , but ther e enter ed 
his mind an awful plan. 
He se­ 
cluded himself in the bar n and 
ther e spent the entir e day, planning 
his r evenge. 
A t the supper table 
the gr ay eyes glitter ed as they 
glanced at the father . 
W e d n e sd a y m or n in g, June i, the 
family ar ose 
ear ly, 
and, 
while

MINISTER MURDERED. 


Brief Summary of the War Situation 
In China. 


Baron 
von 
Ketteler, 
German 
minister to Pekin, was killed by 
Chinese native troops on June iS. 
He v/as on his way to the Chinese 
foreign office at the time and died 


in that building. 
A high Chinese official at Pekin 
has got news through to the con­ 
suls at Shanghai that the situation 
is beyond control of the dowager 
empress, and that the other minis­ 
ters of the powers were besieged 
and not expected to hold out an­ 
other day. 
This was on June 26. 
A ll the legations in Pekin, save 
those 
of 
Germany, 
France 
and 
Great Britain, have been destroyed. 
Prince 
Tuan 
is 
said to have 
taken possession 
of the imperial 
palace and the persons of the em­ 
peror and empress dowager, and 
to have gained supreme control. 
This news is of the gravest signifi­ 
cance, as Tuan is leader of the anti- 
foreign element. 
Edicts 
have 
gone 
forth 
from 
Pekin to viceroys throughout China 
to destroy all foreigners, but these, 
according 
to 
official 
dispatches 
from 
Shanghai, 
have 
not 
been 
obeyed. 
The allied forces at Taku are 
bending every effort to get troops 
to Pekin to relieve the foreigners 
there. 
Commander Keyes has blown up 
a fort on the Pei-Ho river, thus 
opening river communication be­ 
tween Taku and Tien Tsin.

THE VISITING CARD. 


Story of Its 
Origin— How the Style» 
Have Changed. 
The u se of v isiting cards dates back 
to qu ite an antiqu ity . 
Formerly the 
p orter at the lodg e or door of g reat 
hou ses kep t a v isitors' hook, in which 
he scrawled his idea of the names of 
those who called u p on his master and 
his family , and to whose insp ection it 
was su bmitted from time to time. 
One fine g entleman, a scion of the 
nobility from the Faiiborg St. Ger­ 
main, was shocked to find th a t his 
p orter kep t so p oor a reg ister of the 
names of those who had called u p on 
him. 
The names, badly written with 
sp lu ttering })cn or mu ddy ink, su g ­ 
g ested to him the idea of writing his 
own name u p on slip s of p ap er or bits 
of cardboard in adv ance of calling u p ­ 
on liis neig hl)ors lest his name shou ld 
fare as badly at the hands of their 
p orters. 
Tho cu stom soon 
became 
g enerally established. 
In China cards hav e been in u se 
for *a thou sand y ears, and the rank 
of the caller is denoted by the size of 
the card. T hu s the v isiting card of a 
liio*h mandarin wou ld be an immense 
roll of p ap er, neatly tied with 
Ted. 
In France they early beg an, to en­ 
g rav e the name and su rrou nd it with 
alleg orical desig ns, while hearts in 
flame, dov es, qu iv ers of aiTows and 
Hy men's torches were the fav orite or­ 
naments du ring the p eriod of 
the 
three later Lou is. 
U nder the emp ire 
the imp erial eag le sp read its wing s 
ju st abov e the name on the cards of 
the fashionable, and at the Kc^tora- 
tion these were diap ered with fleu r- 
de-lis and tinted in diflerent shades. 
Thcv were made with a sheen to imi­ 
tate silk, and enameled to rep resent 
p orcelain. 
Abou t 18 35 it was a nov ­ 
elty to border the cards with lace p a­ 
p er, the cfnter of some of which \\as 
occii]fled by a landscap e in water- 
color or sep ia, ilie name of the p er­ 
son inscribed u p on a stone or some 
ineonsp ieu ou s p lace. 
Tlien the })lain card 
came 
into 
v o£ fue. 
At one time enormou s v isit­ 
ing cards, in the middle of which the 
name was inscribed in microscop ic let­ 
ters, were the correct kind. 
Later 
came the mediu m-sized card and the 
name in hold, larg e letters, and nex t 
followed tho fashion of eng rav ing the 
fac-simile of the owner s sig natu re.. 
The “ F. F. C.’’ card is the only su r­ 
v iv al of a Tiassing lashion 
du ring 
which cards were p rinted with those 
letters in one corner, and others with 
“ F. MB fp artie-remisc— a 
fu nction 
deferred), and 
“ F. C. ” (])Our 
con- 
doleanee— a card of cond<olence), 
F.*’ (n'onhliez p as— do not forg et), 
which were intended to conv ey the ob­ 
ject of .one's v iflt to the p erson whom 
one did not find at home. 
CVu'tain little eeeentricities 
fol­ 
lowed in the cmstoin of leav ing cards, 
some of which we can all rerneml>er. 
if a caller di« l not find the friend 
whom he wished to sec he wou ld tu rn 
down one corner of his card, to indi­ 
cate that a p ersonal v isit had been 
made. 
This beg an to be reg arded as 
commonp lace by certain p ersons who 
asp ired to set and chang e the fashion, 
and the cards were nex t folded down 
their whole breadth to ex p ress reg ret 
or disap p ointment at 
m u sing 
the 
■p leasure of an interv iew. 
The cards of the y ou ng m^n of Xew 
Y ork al)0u t 18 45 were hig hly g lazed, 
the name in infinitesimal characters. 
A few' v ears later the card of “John 
T. Brown" wou ld read “J. Townsend 
Brown,” and at p resent “ .Mr. John 
Townsend Brown” wou ld be 
“ the 
p rop er thing .” 
In France it has long been tlie cu s­ 
tom for ev ery one to send cards by 
p ost on Xe'v \ e a r s day to one s en­ 
tire acqu aintance. 
This answers for 
the y ear, and the recip ients are as­ 
su red that their acqu aintance is de­ 
sired, and the 
“ p asteboard 
waF’ 
u shers in social “ p eace and 
g ood
